1. Amendment After Final received on 1/09/2007 is entered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 

allowance : 

3. Independent Claims 1, 6 and 13 are allowable at least in 
part because none of the prior art of record disclose an IC 
output stage protection device wherein a first, a second and a 
third NMOS devices or a first, a second and a third pairs of 
NMOS devices cascoded between an output node and a current 
source and an operating voltage of the first NMOS device or the 
first pair of NMOS devices is lower than an operating voltage of 
the second and third NMOS devices or pairs in combination with 
the other claim limitations. 
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4. Claims 2-5, 7-12 and 14-20 are dependent on allowable 
claims and therefore allowable.
